Grave Problemi of Finding Means of 


Transportation Must Be Met—Canada 
Hampered by Lack of Storage and 
Shipping Facilities—13,000,000 Dozen 
Eggs Lost Yearly by Carelessness. 


The 
'-omuiitree on statistics anil 


standard* of tbe Chamber of Com- 
merce of tbe United States, after an 
Investigation nation wide, announced 
that the United States will be equal to 
the world food supply demand. 


"It is probable." u report from the 


committee says, "the -wheat i-rop Tvill 
be normal, but if not other products 
will save the situation. 


"Iu the last analysis it seems that 


the real problem of tho European food 
Importing- countries -will be one of suf- 
ficient and safe transportation even 
more than the question, of enough food 
supply." 


A statement issued by the chamber 
said: 


"With favorable weather from now 


on. the total- winter wheat yield n;:i.i 
somewhat, though not materially, ex- 
ceed the harvest of last year. At thi> 
stage of the srowth of the spring 
•wheat crop all that can be reasonably 
said is that the law of chance is for a 
greater production than that of lu*. 
season. 


Other Crops "Running Over." 


"If, however, we .should not have a.- 


much wheat to export as would be 
necessary, there seems a strong prob- 
ability that wo shall have other avail- 
able food supplies, such as corn, oats, 
potatoes and the like, not only in full 
measure, but running over.'" 


"There is much cheer in the way 


people in the town and on the farta 
are awake to the necessity of greatly 
Increasing food products this year." 
says Archer Wall Douglas", chairman 
of the committee. "Not only are gar- 
dens being cultivated everywhere and 
vacant lots being used, but lawns, 
parks, railroad rights of way and flow. 
er gardens are devoted to the raising 
of all manner of vegetables. Of even 
greater moment is the story of an 
acreage of corn, oats and potatoes that 
wili break all previous records. 


"Reckoning 100.000.tXX> inhabitants in 


round tigures. we shall need approxi- 
mately Gli.j,000.000 bushels of -wheyit for 
our own use and for seeding, and the 
remainder will be available for export. 
These figures will vary according to 
the amount which we carry over into 
the 1937 harvest from the 1016 crop, 
the amount of stocks of flour which 
we also carry over this year beyond 
the 1st of July and the acreage which 
we shall plant next fall and nest sprLug 
for the 1918 harvest. 


"So far as other principal wheat ex- 


porting countries are concerned, it is 
pointed out. it is known that tbe Ar- 
gentine crop of wheat is short nnd thai 
the exports will be much less than 
last year. It is very difficult to set 
definite information as to the situation 
in India. Apparently the Indian crop 
and consequently exports will not be 
quite so large as last year, but this is 
merely an estimate, since the harvest 
is not yet on. 


Australian Crop Ample. 


"On tho other hand, it looks very 


much as if Australia will 'do her bit' 
for her mother country. 
The Aus- 


tralian crop is harvested. 
It is of 


good quality nnd more than tho aver- 
age production. 
After supplying the 


home wants it seems likely that there 
will be 100.000,000 bushels available 
for export, in addition to about 14.OOO,- 
000 bushels already ihipped. 


"This problem is still further com- 


plicated, it is paid, by the possible 
wheat yields in Spain, Franco. Knt;- 
land and iu the other countries in 
Europe to which we are at present 
r.ble to send whont. 


•'It, seems quite sure that the Kng- 


lish production will be larger than 
usual, if the energy and interests of 
the government nnd the people can 
bring it about. There remains fnnadn 
ns the most important factor, hecnusc, 
tbe Dominion is at once a large pro- 
ducing and large exporting country. 
This is particularly true of the three 
northwestern provinces— Manitoba, Al- 
berta nnd Saskatchewan—since espe- 
cially in these three provinces there is 
much more grain raised than is con- 
sumed. 


"Their serious difficulties are the lack 


of storage and transportation facilities, 
it is declared. 
Seeding of spring 


wheat in Canada is late because of 
wet, cold weather. It is progressing 
fast in southern portions of the north- 
west provinces. With abundant mois- 
ture in the soil the acreage seeded will 
depend upon the weather." 


One of the reasons for the scarcity 


and high cost of eggs in the fall and 
winter is that through carelessness in 
handling them more than 13.000,000 
dozen receive tiny cracks. The United 
States department of agriculture is 
now embarking on n campalim to teach 
proper packing to those who handle 
the eggs en route from hen to cold 
storage. 


An eggshell may he cracked so 


slightly that the eye cannot sec it and 
yet be damaged so greatly that, germs 
and molds tind ready entrance Inside 
the eggshell nnd spoil the contents.

SAVE BREAD, ADViOE OF 


UNITED STATES ECONOMISTS 


Slices or Pieces of Bread Wasted 


Will Feed Thousands, 


Experts Warn. 


A single slice of bread seems an un- 


important thing. In many households 
one or more slices of bread daily are 
thrown awny and not used for human 
food. Sometimes stale quarter or half 
loaves are thrown out. 


Yet one good sized slice of bread— 


suth as a child likes to cut—weighs an 
ounce. It contains almost three-quar- 
ters of an ounce of flour. 


If every one of the country's 20,000,- 


000 homes wastes on the average only 
one such slice of bread a day the coun- 
try is throwing away daily over 14,- 
000.000 ounces of flour, over 873.000 
pounds, or enough flour for over a mil- 
lion one-pound loaves a day, or a full 
year at this rate there would be a 
waste of over 319,000.000 pounds of 
flour, 1,500,000 barrels of flour, enough 
to make 3lw,000,000 loaves. 


As it takes four and one-half bushels 


of wheat to make a barrel of ordinary 
flour, this waste would represent the 
ftpur from over 7,000.000 bushels of 
wheat. 


Fourteen and nine-tenths bushels o£ 


wheat oa tbe average are raised per 
acre. It would take the fruit of some 
•170,000 acres just to provide a single 
slice of bread to be wasted daily in 
every home. 


To produce this much flour calls for 


an army of farmers, railway men, flour 
mill people. To get the flour to the 
consumer calls for many freight cars 
and the use cf many tons of coal. 


But, 
some one says, a full slice of 


bread is not wasted in every home. 
Very well, make it a daily slice for 
every four or every teu or evcrj- thirty 
homes, make it a weekly or mouthly 
slice in every home, or make the wast- 
ed slice thinner. The waste of flour 
involved is-still appalling, altogether 
•too great to be tolerated when wheat 
is scarce. 


Any waste of bread is inexcusable 


when there are so many ways of using 
stale bread to cook delicious dishes. 


Aocurate Timekeepers. 


The most perfect clocks are used in 


astronomical 
observation!*. 
One of 


Ihese has run for months, with an 
avcrag-.- error of only one fifteen-thou- 
sandth of n second a day. In order to 
run so perfectly a clock must not only 
lie constructed and adjusted with the 
grentoM cure, but must bo installed in 
a special room, such ns an under- 
ground vault, where the temperature 
is practically uniform. It must also bo 
free from jar or vibration nnd must, 
therefore, be mounted on a heavy ma- 
sonry pier. 
Lastly, it should always 


be kept undor the same barometric 
pressure, nnd this may be effected by 
inclosing it in n glass or metal case, 
from wb-cli the air is partially ex- 
hausted. In order that the case may 
not be opened or disturbed the wind- 
ing is done automatically by electricity, 
the frequency of the winding in some 
canos being as often as every minute. 
Only pendulum clocks can attain the 
highest dogreo 
!>f accuracy. — Wall
